Act of good faith 
ends with assault

A 47-year old Maple Forest 
Township woman, acting in good 
faith, allowed an acquaintance to 
use her telephone and bathroom, 
only to have him allegedly turn a 
gun on her, sexually assault her, rob 
her, and steal her pick up truck, 
But, he didn’t get away. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield said the woman let the 
man into her home after he stated 
his truck had broken down nearby 
and needed to make a call. He also 
asked to use her bathroom. When 
the man came out of the bathroom, 
the woman said he was brandishing 
a pistol. She told officers she was 
then tied up, sexually assaulted and 
robbed. 

Deputies Shawn Schnoor and 
Dean Goss were dispatched at 8:55 
p.m. on Sunday, December 8 after 
the woman managed to free herself 
and call 911. She gave a description 
of the suspect and her vehicle, in 
which he fted. Deputy Schnoor, 
who was on his way to her resi- 
dence, spotted the vehicle. He kept 
his lights off until the suspect sped 
past him and entered southbound I- 
75, The suspect did not slow down 
or stop, but increased his speed. 

Speeds reached over 100 m.p.h. 
as Schnoor chased the suspect on ]- 
75 to an area just south of Grayling, 
where a roadblock had been estab- 


‘lished ‘with’ the help of Michigan . 
State Police (MSP) Troopers out of 


Houghton Lake, whio just happened 
lo be traveling through Grayling on 
their way to a call in Mio. 

Because the victin’s residence is 
located near the county line, troop-

ers from the MSP’s Gaylord Post 
and Otsego County Sheriff's 
Deputies also assisted in the chase. 
Grayling Police Officer Tim Coe 
assisted with the road block and an 
MSP K-9 unit also helped with the 
apprehension of the suspect, 

Deputies took both the victim’s 
and the suspect’s vehicles into cus- 
tody in order to look for more evi- 
dence connected to the crime. 
Among other things, a handgun and 
a pocket knife were recovered. 

Charles Robert Starkey, age 37 of 
Flint, was arrested and charged with 
armed robbery, criminal sexual con- 
duct (CSC) Ist degree (with a 
weapon used), fleeing and eluding 
police - 4th degree, felonious 
assault with a firearm, possession of 
a firearm, “atid unlawful driving 
away an automobile. He may also 
face misdemeanor charges of pos- 
session of marijuana, and driving 
while license suspended or revoked.

Good Samaritans foil robbery

Employees and customers of a 
local supermarket prevented a local 
woman from being robbed of her 
purse and wallet when they cor- 
ralled a purse snatcher in the store’s 
parking lot last Wednesday evening, 

Though Glen’s Family Market 
manager, Tom Cox, wished not to 
comment on the incident, he did 
confirm some of his employees 
helped stop a young man from get- 
ting away with the unidentified 
woman’s purse. 

Grayling Police Detective Dennis 
Long said he was dispatched to 
Glen’s Market at about 7:15 p.m, 
that evening. Upon his arrival, he 
found William Benjamin Boyd, age 
20 of Grayling, formerly of Texas, 
being detained by one of the store’s 
assistant managers. | 


Witnesses told Long that Boyd. 


was in the store “acting suspicious- 
ly” for some time before he wres- 
tled the purse away from the 
woman. As she screamed for help, 
an employee dialed 911, while 
another chased after Boyd with the 
victim. That’s when a man, 
described only as “a tall, gentle 
man” joined in the chase. 

Long said, through his question- 
ing of the witnesses, he learned the 
“tall, gentle man” was Rey. Ron 
Voelker, former pastor of the 
Grayling Assembly of God church. 

Rev. Voelker said he went to

The 
AVSA, which purchased and 
installed the signs, recently put the 
markers up along trails that the asso-

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mobile trails for next winter. The 
AVSA wouid like to see this system 
adopted in neighboring counties 
and, eventually, the whole state, 
members said. 

“It’s a system that would be easy 
to grow,” said AVSA President Rich 
Filley. 

The association gave local emer- 
gency response groups a catalog that 
contains a list of all the sign loca- 
tions. They are mapped by global 
positioning system coordinates, so if 
a caller relays the sign number, 
emergency crews can pinpoint the 
location of the accident and dispatch 
accordingly, potentially saving 
many precious minutes during a 
life-threatening situation. 

Since many trails have parts in 
remote locations, emergency 
responders have at times had diffi- 
culty finding accident scenes on the 
trails, AVSA members said, and they 
believe the new sign system will 
help eliminate this problem. Also, 
since many sections of trail look the 
same, it can be difficult to describe a 
location to 911 dispatch from the 
trail, With the emergency trail mark- 
ers, people won’t have to. They just 
need to tell the 91! operator that 
they are in Crawford County and the 
sign number. 


The new snowmobile trail emergency trail locator signs 
look like this. They are 6X8 inches in size, reflective, and 
have a number (trail number followed by location num- 
ber). In the event of an emergency on a snowmobile trail, 
people can call 911, give the operator the number on the 
sign, and emergency responders will know the caller’s 
location. The project — coordinated and sponsored by the 
AuSable Valley Snowmobile Association of Grayling — will 
only involve trails maintained hy the AVSA this winter. 
Next year, the association plans to have the signs installed 
along all snowmobile trails in Crawford County, and the 
group hopes the system spreads to other counties ~ even- 
tually throughout the entire state.

This year, the AVSA worked the 
emergency signs into its trail net- 
work. The association plans to use 
this winter as a test run, and if the 
system works like it should, the 
AVSA plans to have the signs ‘put 
into all of Crawford County’s snow- 


The signs are no further than one 
mile apart, according to the AVSA. 
The separation degree varies, mem- 
bers said, but most are much closer 
than one mile apart. 

Before installing the signs, AVSA 
members met with representatives 
from 911 dispatch, the Sheriff's 
Department, and other local emer- 
gency responders.

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How will Strom Thurmond be remembered? 


THE MEASURE of a man, it is said, is 
how he is remembered after he’s gone. 

If that is the case, how will history treat 
South Carolina Senator Strom Thurmond, 
who is leaving the U.S. senate after a 
record-setling 48 years in that body? 

Jn the last few weeks, according to a Cox 
News Service report, “he has been praised 
by his colleagues as a patriot who rushed to 
the front in time of war, a Christian of 
unshakable faith, a ‘Southern gentleman of 
the first order,’ a master politician devoted 
to his home state of South Carolina, and the 
man who threw the first body blow to the 
one-party system in the south.” 

“He is not only a great man, but he has 
done great things in his life,” said Senator 
Orrin Hatch. 

“A man of iron with a heart of gold.” said 
Senator Joe Lieberman. 

And on and on. 

In my opinion, history will not be so kind 
to Mr. Thurmond .... nor should it, 


* 


STROM THURMOND has had an amaz- 
ing political career. He has been a force in 
local and state politics, ran for president and 
racked up 39 electoral votes, was elected 
U.S. senator as a write-in candidate, and has 
lived to be 100 years old so far. 

But he also used his political skill and the 
offices he won to champion segregation and 
state’s rights, defy the constitution and 
supreme court rulings, help divide the coun- 
try along racial lines and perpetuate those 
divisions which remain as one of America’s 
greatest social and political problems today. 

True, Mr. Thurmond eventually aban- 
doned segregation. Finally in 1982, he cast 
his first vote for a civil rights bill. He was 
the first southern senator to hire a black 
aide. He has favored appointments of black 
judges. 

But was the conversion because of moral 
conviction, or political reality? Only Strom 
Thurmond knows for certain. 


* OF * 


AS GOVERNOR of South Carolina, he 
disagreed with President Truman over civil 
rights and became the 1948 presidential 
nominee of the States’ Rights splinter party 
-- the so-called Dixiecrats -- whose platform 
vowed to end “social intermingling of the 
races.” 

According to a recent Cox News Service 
report, Dixiecrat Candidate Thurmond said: 
“There's not enough troops in the Army to 
break down segregation and admit Negroes 
into our homes, our theaters and our swim- 
ming pools. The nation will never forget 
this fight we're making.” 

Despite loss of those 39 electoral votes 
from southern states which Dixiecrats 
siphoned from him in 1948, Harry Truman 
stil had cnough national support to defeat 
Republican Tom Dewey in a close race, 
made lighter by anti-civil rights defections. 

Six years later, Strom Thurmond took his 
brand of defiant segregationist beliefs to the 


senate, winning on write in votes. He soon 
produced the Southern Manifesto, a public 
declaration opposing the supreme court rul- 
ing which had ordered desegregation of 
public schools. 

OR OK 

FROM DIXIECRAT and southern 
Democrat, Mr. Thurmond finally migrated 
to the Republican side in the 1960s as the 
tide of history changed and civil rights laws 
were enacted one after another. 

He set the pace for other southern politi- 
cians, and today Republicans have major 
strength in southern states. 

Strom Thurmond set many political 
records in his 69 years in active politics -- at 
100, the oldest person to serve in congress 
.... the only write-in candidate to win a sen- 
ate seal .... his 48 years the longest tenure in 
congress .... the longest filibuster in senate 
history (against civil rights, of course). 

What is the posilive side of Strom 
Thurmond’s public service record? Unless 


you're a racist and segregationist, not much, 

There’s no Thurmond legacy in defense or 
foreign relations. No notable contributions 
in health care or the environment or prob- 
lems of the aging. Nothing notable in work- 
ing to solve any human or national or inter- 
national problems that have bedeviled this 
country for the past 48 years. 

Strom Thurmond embodied almost magi- 
cal gifts of persuasion and keen political 
insight .... and he used these gifts for all the 
wrong causes. 

How will history treat Strom Thurmond? 
In addition to his vain attempts to thwart the 
advancement of human rights, his main 
claim to lasting fame is that he lived 100 
years. 

What a wasted life.

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Northern Michigan youth rehabilitation programs must be spared 


To the editor, 

Northern Michigan residents: 

Did you know northern Michigan 
may soon be losing a youth rchabil- 
itation program that has successfully 
treated thousands of Michigan youth 
ages 14-19, has been used as a 
model and copied by other states? 

Nokomis Challenge Center tn 
Prudenville is being challenged in a 
new way. Budget culs threaten to 
cut back services and downsize 
Nokomis and Shawano Center in 
Grayling. This could mean a loss of 
many jobs in the area, which means 
loss of monies spent on local mer- 
chants for supplies, food, taxes, and 
other necessary items and a loss of 
services to the youth of Michigan. 

Operated by Michigan Family 


Independence Agency, Nokomis has 
been helping Michigan youth for 
longer than 15 years. About five 
years ago, a3 million dollar renova- 
tion established the center as a state 
-of-the-art facility which could 
quickly change from a 40-bed open 
Wilderness treatment program to a 
10-bed detention center or a closed 
minimum security facility, all within 
a short notice, depending on need. 
Also available is a 10-bed 
alcohol/drug abuse treatment com- 
ponent. 

The program was designed to pro- 
vide a safe environment in which a 
youth can learn the harm they have 
done, accept responsibility for their 
actions, build self-esteem, learn 
problem solving and develop self- 


confidence, Interpersonal relation- 
ships, social skills and anger man- 
agement are learned with the use of 
positive peer counseling and degree 
trained personnel assist the youth in 
their rehabilitation. GED, class- 
room schooling, and parenting 
classes are'also'available, 0" 

The program also has the only 
“ropes” course available for use by 
the center and other agencies in the 
state to allow the youth to experi- 
ence themselves as leaders who are 
capable of more than they have ever 
accomplished. Nokomis Challenge 
Center takes a holistic approach to 
rehabilitation with cach element 
integrated with all the others. 

The training consists of a high 
intensity six to nine month plan 


compared to other programs which 
can take two years or longer to 
accomplish the same outcome, with- 
out the Wilderness component or the 
ropes course. 

Privale projects are being touted 
as the “new way lo go” to treat 
Michigad’ youth | throvigh’ newly 
established federal block grants. 
Most of these private programs take 
only the “cream of the crop” of trou- 
bled youth: kids they view as being 
able (o successfully treat to make 
their projects Jook good and cost 
effective. 

What happens to the rest if 
Nokomis and other centers are not 
there for them? What happens when 
the federal funds no longer are avail- 
able? The state has already closed

The compromise — legislation 
broke a year-long deadlock over the 
proposal. Vastly different versions 
of the bill passed the House and 
Senate last year. It was sent to a 
conference committee in mid- 
December of 2001 where it had 
been the subject of critical negotia- 
tions ever since. 

Rep. Jennifer Faunce and Rep. 
Joe Rivet sponsored the two-bill 
package, with 60 co-sponsors in the 
House and Senate. 

“We've lobbied legislators for 
four years to make this happen,” 
said Aikey. “We've written letters 
to the editors of every newspaper in 
the state, talked to reporters, and 
issued surveys showing that 88 per- 
cent of voters want this to happen. 
Well, it finally did.” 

Under the bills, a state do-not- 
call-list would be established, as 
well as a required code of cthics that 
tclemarketers would have to follow. 
The Michigan Public Service 
Commission would either adminis- 
ter the list itself or use a vendor.

Officials agree: young rural residents need opportunities ;

LANSING -- Crawford County's 
incoming state. senator and local 
officials agree that a lack of oppor- 
tunity for young people is’ the 
biggest problem in the area. That 
coincides with the opinions of state 
lawmakers across the nation, 
according to a recent report by the 
Battle Creek-based W.K. Kellogg 
Foundation. 

The report about legislators’ per- 
ceptions concerning rtiral America 
was released in mid-November and 
was third in a series of five publica- 
tions. 

The first surveyed the public's 
ideas about rural areas, the second 
featured U.S. members of Congress. 


The fourth report will be released 


the week of December 9 and will 
show sinaller communities are still a

strong force in elections. The final 


report is still in preparatory stages 
and will show media perceptions 
about rural life. 

Rep. Tony Stamas (R-Midland) 
will be changing legislative cham- 
bers this January, going from the 
House to the Senate. The senator- 
elect said he wants to help young 
people succeed by making sure chil- 
dren get the skills they need while 
still in school. 

"We can attract businesses by get- 
ling better technology, but then we 
need to make sure we have qualified 
young people to fill the jobs we cre- 
ate,” he said. 

Superintendent Milli Haug said 
technology advances in Crawford 
AuSable Schools are sume of the 
best in northern Michigan, "We have 
computer labs in each school, and 
we're working hard to have teachers

integrate technology into class 
instruction,” said Haug. 

Poverty, she said, is a problem all 
areas face when trying lo prepare 
their young people for success, and 
rural areas are no different. "Kids 
who come from poverty enter 
kindergarten with 60 percent less 
skills because they don’t have the 
same opportunities for learning that 
other kids might." she said. 

She added the schools do a lot to 
help these kids, but recognizes more 
could be done. The school system 
has created a three-tier plan as part 
of the "No Child Left Behind” pro- 
gram, she said. 

Under the plan, student achieve- 
ment will be measured with more 
ussesstnent tests, along with MEAP 
and ACT scores, Also, the school 
system aims to lower the dropout 
rate by 20 percent a year and get 
back many of the children currently 
being home schooled, Haug said. 

"Some parents do a wonderlul job 
home schooling, but 1] suspect many 
parents don't use the expensive cur- 
riculum guides needed to teach the 
kids all the skills they anced, and 
those are the kids we want lo get 
back,” she added. 

Grayling City Manager Allen 
Lowe said his son has the skills to 
succeed and would Jove to move 
from his Grand Rapids area resi- 
dence back to northern Michigan, 
but he just can't find a job that would 
support his family. 

"Esee a lot of people go away to 
college and not come back because 
there's just no jobs for them,” he 


said. He said the lack of jobs is due 
in part to low access to technology 
in Grayling and that he's been push- 
ing for a state or federally funded 
study of the area's technological 
needs. He's also been working with 
a local businessman to get broad- 
band Internet service in the area. 

Tim Zigila said access to technol- 
ogy is catching up bul too slowly for 
many businesses that need high- 
speed Internet access, He said the 
(rend in northern Michigan is a 
growing number of service-oriented 
jobs. 

"The only problem with these 
places is that they don't employ 
more than 20 to 30 people on aver- 
age," said Zigila, the president of the 
Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce. "We depend on tourism 
and forestry as our main industries 
because we haven't had a majot 
manufacturer move here." 

Lowe said many state programs 
for economic development are 
designed for larger communities and 
Grayling can't comply because of its 
small size. He said one problem he's 
encountered is that the town can't 
provide the same pay scale as a large 
city. This is one way that urban 
interests take precedent over rural, 
he said. | 

"] was in the Legislature for six 
years, and [saw firsthand that urban 
interests take first’ place because 
four counties make up the majority 
of the state's population,” Lowe con- 
tended. In many instances, rural 
areas are considered no-man’s land 
in government.

That’s 
why Michigan’s drunk driving laws 
are tough... and just got tougher. 
One beer can send you to jail.” 

Young people are urged, “Don’t 
wreck your life” by getting behind 
the wheel after drinking or with 
someone who has been drinking. 
Here's what Michigan law says: 

* If you are under age 21, it is ille- 
gal to drink alcohol or have open 
containers of alcohol in your posses- 
ston. [tis also illegal for anyone to 
use a fraudulent 1.D. or loan their 
driver license. 

¢ If you drive after drinking, you 
may be stopped by a law enforce- 
ment officer. Refusing a prelimi- 
nary breath test will net you two 


points on your driving record. If 


you refuse a chemical test, you'll 
lose your license for six months, 


Six points will be added to your dri- 
ving record. 

The first time a chemical test 
shows you’ve consumed any alco- 
hol, you will: 

* Lose your photo driver license 
for 30 to 90 days; 

* Have four points added to your 
driving record; and 

You may also be sentenced to: 

* Pay up to $250 in fines; and/or 

¢ Perform up to 45 days of com- 
munily service. 

It will cost you $125 to have your 
driving privileges _ reinstated. 
Attorney fees could cost as much as 
$2,000, and the cost of your vehicle 
insurance will increase substantial- 
ly. All penalties increase for a sec- 
ond conviction, 

Finally, if you get two or more 
moving violations up to three years 
before applying for your driver 
license, your license will be denied,

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Prescription for patient safety: communication 


When you have to head to the hos- 
pital it’s usually because you’re sick 
and need to get healthy again - it’s 
not to get even sicker! However, 
preventable medical errors happen 
everyday in hospitals across the 
country, putting thousands of 
patients at risk. That’s why the 
University of Michigan Health 
System (UMHS) is trying to prevent 
these errors and to help keep patients 
safe. 

“A few years ago, the Institute of 
Medicine came out with a report 
indicating that medical errors 
account for tens of thousands of 
deaths and many more near-deaths 
every year in U.S. hospitals,” says 
Sanjay Saint, M.D., M. P. H., associ- 
ate professor of internal medicine at 
UMHS as well as at the Ann Arbor 
VA Hospital. “This is far too many 
people suffering from errors that can 
be prevented.” 

According to (he Agency for 
Health Care Research and Quality, 
part of the Department of Health and 
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Human Services, medical errors hap- 
pen when something that was 
planned as part of medical care does- 
n’t work out, or when the wrong plan 
was used in the first place. Saint 
says one reason for this is lack of 
communication. 

“There are several potential safety 
hazards that patients face when they 
enter the hospital,” notes Saint. 
“One main hazard is the lack of com- 
munication between the patient’s 
outpatient provider and the main 
patient provider. Meaning, impor- 
tant information may not be trans- 
mitted from the patient's primary 
care physician to the doctor the 
patient sees once they are admitted in 
the hospital.” 

A medical error may lead to an 
adverse event, an event that was 
caused by medical management 
rather than by the underlying disease 
or underlying condition of the 
patient. Adverse events range from 
having a reaction to a medication to 
having a procedure go awry to even

developing a hospital-acquired infec- 
tion. 

Saint say, “The inpatient setting 
can lead to several types of medical 
errors. One big issue is infections. 
Patients who get admitted to the hos- 
pital often will get devices put into 
their veins to help carry medications, 
as well as getting devices that are put 
into their bladder to collect their 
urine. If these devices are not man- 
aged properly they both can lead to 
life-threatening infections.” 

UMHS has taken a pro-active 
approach in tackling patient safety 
issues. In 2000, the U-M Patient 
Safety Enhancement Program was 
developed to improve the quality of 
patient care by conducting research 
that focuses on methods of avoiding 
or preventing adverse patient out- 
comes or injuries that stem from the 
process of health care. 

“What we are trying to do at the 
University of Michigan is to pro- 
aclively implement new interven- 
tions to prevent adverse events 
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before they oceur,” notes Saint, 
director of the U-M Patient Safety 
Enhancement Program. “And then 
we will study the results to see if 
these patient safety interventions 
make a difference in the real world.” 

UMHS patient safety researchers 
recently were able to show by using 
antiseptic coated catheters, hospital 
acquired infections went down by 
nearly 36 percent. Saint says they 
are also developing other measures 
to ensure patient safety. 

“One of the important problems 
and challenges faced by hospitals 
everywhere is how to get timely 
information to the referring physi- 
cian when a patient is discharged 
from the hospital,” says Saint. “Here 
at U-M we are trying to automate the 
system so that a one-page discharge 
document gets faxed or e-mailed 
immediately to the referring physi- 
cian, and a copy of the document is 
also given to the patient so they can 
keep it for their own records.” 

“The best way for a patient to help 
prevent a medical error is to have 
them become an active member in 
their care,” says Saint. “The patient 
needs to ask questions throughout 
their treatment and be aware of what 


their diagnosis is, as well as what 


medications they are being pre- 
scribed,” 

Saint recommends patients use the 
following patient safety guidelines 
from the Agency for Health Care 
Résearch and Quality: 

* Speak up if you have questions 
or concerns. Choose a doctor who 
you fee! comfortable talking to about 
your health and treatment. 

* Keep a list of all the medicines 
you take. Tell your doctor and phar- 
macist about the medicines that you 
take, including over-the-counter 
medicines such as aspirin, ibuprofen, 
and dietary supplements like vita- 
mins and herbals. 

* Make sure you get the results of 
any test or procedure. Ask your doc- 
tor or nurse when and how you will 
get the results of tests or procedures. 

* Talk with your doctor and health 
care team about your options if you 
need hospital care. If you have more 
than one.hospital to choose from, ask 
your doctor which one has the best 
care and results for your condition. 

« Make sare you understand what 
will happen if you need surgery. Ask 
your doctor and surgeon: Who will 
take charge of my care while I’m in 
the hospital? Exactly what will you 
be doing? How long will it take? 
What will happen after the surgery? 
How can I expect to feel during 
recovery? Tel] the surgeon, anesthe- 
siologist, and nurses if you have 
allergies or have ever had a bad reac- 
tion to anesthesia.
